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Pre-Milking of Heavy Producers 


By H. P. DAVIS and G. W. TRIMBERGER, University of Nebraska 


EW references are available concerning the milking 
xs cows before calving. While the swelling of the 

udder in the case of a heavy milk producing cow 
would often seem to indicate that milking was advisable 
to relieve the pressure, most authorities thave been 
against the practice. One author in opposing the prac- 
tice, states that milking a cow previous to calving tends 
to delay the onset of parturition because of the close 
relationship between the nerves of the udder and of the 
reproductive organs. A further explanation is given 
that previous milking may cause the muscular contrac- 
tion of the uterus at parturition to be weaker with the 
possible result of difficulty in the delivery of the calf. 


At the University of Nebraska, it was decided to 
determine if milking cows previous to calving would 
have a beneficial effect to the cow. Therefore, for a 
period of two and one-half years, the great majority of 
cows were started milking twice daily at a time that 
was estimated would be seven days prior to calving. 
As a result some cows were milked longer than seven 
days, while others were milked a shorter time. In 
Table I is presented the average production for cows 
of the several breeds for each of the seven days prior to 
calving. 

It should be mentioned that in the Herd Improve- 
ment Registry, the Holstein herd has been averaging 
about 550 lbs. of fat, while the Ayrshire, Jersey, and 
Guernsey herds have averaged in excess of 400 lbs. of 
fat in the herd tests of their respective breeds. As 
might be expected, the production prior to calving has 
a definite relationship to the producing level of the cow. 
The highest producing cows for each breed in the 
majority of cases produced the largest amount of milk 
before calving.

The Holstein cows had an average production on 
the 7th day before parturition of nearly three pounds 
of milk daily and this increased day by day until on the 
day before calving the production had reached 22 pounds. 
The other three breeds produced on the average of about 
one-half a pound on the 7th day preceding calving 
and increased to an average over 10 pounds for the 
day prior to parturition. It was possible to predict, 
with a certain degree of accuracy, the day on which 
the cows would drop their calves based on the increase 


in milk production during the day or two preceding 
Parturition. 


It was found that the swelling, inflammation;- and 
physical strain to which the udder is subjected can be 
greatly reduced by milking the cow before parturition. 
Although the quantity of milk actually obtained by 
milking before freshening was not as large as was ex- 
pected, the procedure does give much relief to the udder. 
Apparently there was less shock at parturition and so 
far not a single case of milk fever has followed the 
Precalving milking procedure. No delayed parturition 





was experienced, and as far as could be observed, the 
uterine contractions were normal. 

The milking of cows before calving raises a question 
of considerable importance in calf-raising, since a calf 
dropped after its mother had been milked for several 
days very likely does not receive in the first milk which 
it gets, the same properties that would be in normal 
colostrum. Calves that were born to cows in the above 
experiment were particularly susceptible to intestional 
infections which often proved fatal. These infections 
were apparently in most cases due to organisms of the 
B. coli group. It seemed that the calves were so lacking 
in resistance that these common intestional organisms, 
which ordinarily are harmless, invaded the entire body 
and multiplied very rapidly in the various organs. Some 
of the calves developed diarrhea and failed gradually 
over a period of several days, while others appeared 
normal and died within a few hours from a generalized 
infection which caused a quickly fatal septicemia. Calves 
of the few cows that were not milked before parturition 
did not exhibit difficulty from intestina] infections. It 
should be mentioned that the calves that developed the 
digestive difficulties were allowed to nurse their dams 
for a period of three days after birth. From the results 
in these calves, it seemed that there was something in 
the colostrum that had protective properties for calves 
that at least partially had disappeared from the milk of 
cows that were milked previous to calving. It was 
decided to save and store the colostrum from some cows 
that had not been milked before parturition by placing 
it in clean covered gallon pails and freezing into solid 
cakes of ice and storing at a low temperature. When 
it was needed for feeding, the pail of frozen colostrum 
was placed in a vessel of hot water and gradually thawed, 
and then heated to a temperature between 90 and 100°F 
and fed from a pail to the new-born calf in quantities 
varying from four to six pounds at a feed. Care had 
to be exercised in thawing colostrum as the direct ap- 
plication of heat to the pail caused coagulation. This 
procedure eliminated the digestive difficulties and was 
apparently equal to fresh colostrum. In fact, colostrum 
stored as long as five months gave good results. In 
saving colostrum, that produced from the first milking 
after calving was most effective. If colostrum is saved 
for a series of milkings, the parts should be so labeled 
that it will be fed to the calf in the same order that 
it was taken. 


To determine, by experiment, whether the milk taken 
from cows before parturition has the properties of 
colostrum, efforts were made to save the various frac- 
tions of milk, and these were frozen as they were pro- 
duced from the cows milked before calving. Even 
small quantities of milk obtained under these conditions 
were saved. It was found that if a cow is milked before 
parturition, the first milk obtained is not entirely com- 
parable to colostrum. Several precalving milkings were 
saved, and when this milk was fed in place of colostrum, 
the order of feeding always followed the order of col- 
lection. This milk produced fairly good results but 
was inferior to frozen colostrum from cows calving 
without having been milked prior to freshening. 

In feeding frozen colostrum, two methods were fol- 
lowed in the case of calves whose dams were milked 
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previous to calving. One group was allowed to remain 
with their dams for the normal period of three days, 
after which frozen colostrum (thawed and warmed) was 
fed as normal milk. The second group was allowed to 
nurse once and then fed frozen colostrum for three 
days. The second group had fewer digestive distur- 
bances than the first group and was equal to the normal 
calves of the herd. It is possible that these results 
came about because of greater ability of calves to absorb 
antibodies during the first day or two of life. 


The saving of colostrum from normal cows and freez- 
ing it can be used as a means of feeding calves from 
cows that suffer from mastitis. Calves from such af- 
fected cows frequently develop digestive disturbances 
so that it is advisable not to allow them to nurse their 
dams and feed them the colostrum that has been taken 
from disease-free cows and stored until needed. While 
we have had no experience, Ragsdale and Broady re- 
ported the successful pasteurization of colostrum from 
diseased cows by heating to 140°F for 30 minutes in a 
water bath. 

These results emphasize the importance that colos- 
trum plays as an immunizing agent in the new-born calf 
and show its importance in the early physiological de- 
velopment of dairy calves. A knowledge of this com- 
bined with the storing of colostrum by freezing may 
help avoid trouble and prevent the loss of valuable 
calves. 

Breeder Experiences with Pre-Milking 

About the same time the foregoing report of the 
Nebraska experiment in pre-milking of heavy produc- 
ing cows, we noted in the Farmer’s Magazine, well 
known Canadian publication, an article by R. L. Ruddy, 
of Hermitage Farm, Ayrshire breeders at Pickering, 
Ont., in which this same question was discussed. We 
append it as a further contribution here on a subject 
that will be of general interest to herd owners. 

Says Mr. Ruddy: ‘Our system of Mastitis control 
starts with first calf heifers and we have taken the 
advice of C. L. Clevenger, Superintendent of the great 
Mount Hope Farm in Williamstown, Mass. 


Mount Hope have for some years practised ‘‘pre- 
milking’; that is so say, they have started to milk 
all their cows and heifers for from 3 weeks to 3 days 
before calving, depending on the individual. This pro- 
cedure was primarily brought into force to avoid udder 
and feeding troubles. 

Mount Hope’s first lead on pre-milking came from 
Prof. Boutflour of the Royal Agricultural College, Ciren- 
cester, Eng. Prof. Boutflour has become world 


re-

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nowned as the man who worked out the ration for 
“Cherry”, the grade milking Shorthorn which recently 
produced a world record over all breeds of 41,000 lbs. 
of milk. Let me quote from Mr. Clevenger’s account of 
the Professor’s visit to Mount Hope. 


“Shortly after his arrival and while looking over 
our herd, we came to a stall where one of the men 
was attempting to milk a heifer with her first calf. 
As you know from personal experience, he had his 
hands full, with the badly caked udder and swollen 
teats. Prof. Boutflour remarked that the training should 
have been taken care of three weeks before and the 
swelling prevented entirely. Of course we were greatly 
interested in his statement and immediately asked ques- 
tions. He told us how they had learned to avoid the 
udder and feeding problems associated with calving 
time by milking the cows and heifers before freshening.” 


I have been in close touch with Mount Hope by 
letter and their experiences have been most reassuring. 
They have not had any unfavorable results and have, 
with their mature animals, prevented the breaking down 
of the udder and have done away with the pendulous 
appearance common to older cows. 

Pre-milking was later discovered to eliminate milk 
fever probably brought about by the gradual increase 
in production as contrasted to the great increase, with 
the resulting shock to the entire system of the animal 
that occurs just after calving by the terrific drain of 
colostrum and calcium to the udder. 

We have now instituted pre-milking into our herd 
with all first or second calf heifers that show any signs 
of swelling or caking. The resultant elimination of 
the caking is most important in combating mastitis and 
other attendant dangers resulting from inflammation in 
the udder. Also the heifers are much more easily trained 
and are ready to go right to work and start off at a 
much higher rate of production than previously. 

We have raised equally good calves through pre- 
milking and have had a lot less trouble with scours. 
The actual act of parturition evidently brings with it 
sufficient colostrum properties to insure the health of 
the calf. 


One important point must be added, however. Once 
a cow is started on pre-milking she must be milked dry 
night and morning, through her calving and into her 
lactation. If pre-milking is once begun and then discon- 
tinued before calving, there is real danger of milk 
fever. Mount Hope ship the milk from their pre-milkers 
and have had many animals give from 30 to 40 lbs. a 
day previous to calving.

“Alcatraz” Model Bull Pen 


M. E. Beeler & Son, of Bluffton, 
Indiana, have a very attractive and 
practical lay out for the two herd 
sires which they built ‘“‘for less than 
the price of a first class funeral.’ 
But let Ervin Beeler tell the story: 


“T thought you might be inter- 
ested in our ‘Alcatraz’? model bull 
pen and barn which we built last 
year. We think it will hold our 
bulls for some time to come. The 
building itself was one we had here 
and it was in condition where it 
would have to be repaired or torn 
down. We had been using it as a 
“wood-house” and general catch- 
all. Originally it was built and 
used as a one-room. school house 
about 80 years ago. The building 
had an extra heavy frame and s0 
we conceived the idea it would make 
a good bull barn. So we moved it 
to the location we wanted and put 
a good concrete foundation under it, 
and then undertook the remodeling 
according to plans we had previously 
worked out. We constructed a hip 
roof for greater mow capacity and 
the only new materials purchased 
were the galvanized roof and siding, 
and, of course, cement and gravel. 
The entire outfit was constructed 
with our farm labor in between times 
of our other farm work. We were 
lucky, of course, in finding the steel 
material for the construction of the 
paddocks—-6” steel I beams for the 
posts and 35-lb steel rails bolted to 
the posts, and the gates welded from 
2” pipe. 


“We feel that most farm bull pens 
Should be built to accommodate two 
bulls even with a medium sired herd, 
if you are trying to do a constructive 
job of breeding. This means the 
proving of the herd sire and in the 
Process in most cases it is necessary 
to purchase another bull if your 
neighbor does not have your favorite 
blood lines or if the sire which would 


be available does not always suit 
you. 


“Our bull barn is 20 ft. by 24 ft. 
It contains two cells, 12 ft. by 16 ft., 
and a feed alley 4 ft. by 24 ft. The 
paddocks are 20 ft. wide by 50 ft. 
long. The mow capacity is 7 to 9 
tons of chopped hay and the equip- 
ment includes a water tank, feed 
racks and stanchion. In building 
the paddock fence, we used 6” steel 
I beams, setting them in 3% feet of 
concrete, and as mentioned were 
able to get some 35-lb steel rails 
which are bolted to the posts. When

the accompanying picture was taken, 
we had not completed our breeding 
stall, which is 4 ft. by 9 ft. 

“A point we particularly like about 
our bull barn is that you do not need 
to take any chances even in cleaning 
out the stable. We have a sliding 
door inside in the stall partitions so 
that we can shut one bull outside 
and then open the partition door and 
the other bull will go into the other 
stall and when the door is bolted 
shut it is safe to open up the iron 
gate of the yard, and then drive up 
or back up the spreader and in that 
way cleaning the stall and hauling 
in bedding is made easier. .. .” 

The Beeler farm is located one mile 
east of Bluffton, Indiana, on State 
Road 124, and any of our readers 
who are traveling through Eastern 
Indiana in the neighborhood of Ft. 
Wayne or Muncie are invited to stop 
in and look over this interesting out- 
fit. 

The Beeler herd numbers 43 ani- 
mals and they believe in good sires. 
The bull on the right in the picture 
is Oaklawn Sir Tritomia Heilo 
738848, a 5-year-old whose 18 half 
sisters in CTA recently finished rec- 
ords averaging 619 lbs fat, 17,400 
lbs milk (mature Class B basis). 
He is a son of Iowana Aaggie Orms- 
by, and out of a granddaughter of 
Sir P. O. M. 37th. The Beelers have 
22 daughters of this bull, the first 
seven now well along in their first 
lactations and doing fine. The other 
bull, the junior herd sire, is King 
Bessie Pearl Ormsby 4th, a grand- 
son of Lashbrook Pearl Ormsby 24d. 
His dam is a three-quarter sister to 
the dam of the senior sire. 

The Beelers have been vaccinating 
for Bang’s control since 1936, the en-

Artifical Breeding Work in Maine 


By C. L. EASTMAN, County Agent 


Artificial breeding work started 
in Androscoggin and Sagadahoc 
Counties partly by accident. As soon 
as the New Jersey associations were 
underway, several Maine dairymen 
visited those associations and some 
of them learned the technique of 
artificial breeding, including the 
Androscoggin and Sagadahoc dairy 
herd improvement tester, Norman 
Hamlin of Turner, and his assistant, 
Norris Hamlin of Damariscotta. On 
their return from New Jersey they 
purchased equipment and_ started 
artificial breeding among dairy herd 
improvement association members. 
This work increased until they were 
breeding nearly 1000 cows per year 
and this extended over a period of 
nearly two years. 

In the meantime, Fred Nutter of 
Corinna and Donald Corbett of 
Waterville and other dairymen who 
had visited New Jersey had organ- 
ized with the Extension Service and 
local Farm Bureaus an association at 
Newport, Maine. But before that 
association started, artificial calves 
were being born and shown in And- 
roscoggin and Sagadahoc Counties. 

After the Newport Association 
had been running a short time, dairy- 
men in Twin County (Androscoggin 


& Sagadahoc) were urging the 
county agent to do likewise here and 
the agent asked that the men wait 
a bit to see how the association got 
along and until more people were 
acquainted with the idea. But so 
many dairymen were so insistent that 
something be done that a few pre- 
liminary meetings were called and 
it was decided to hold a series of 
test meetings throughout the county 
to determine the interest. 

These meetings were expectionally 
well attended. The interest was very 
high. Over 800 cows were signed 
up in 8 meetings. From there the or- 
ganization work proceeded _ until 
about 2300 cows had been signed up 
and the association was organized on 
June 28, 1940. Incorporation papers 
were made out on the evening of 
July 8 and the association started 
werk by breeding on September 30, 
1940. 

The original membership’ con- 
sisted of 180 which has since in- 
creased to about 250 members with 
memberships coming in at about the 
rate of one a day. There are nearly 
3000 cows signed up and this is 
expected to reach 4000. This will 
make the Newport’ Association,

HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN WORLD 


The Home of the Senator 


A name that is becoming increas- 
ingly well known in Holstein circles 
is Ravenglen. This designates the 
breeding institution which Mr. E. H. 
Ravenscroft is building on his fertile 
acres at Antioch, Ill.—just a few 
miles below the Wisconsin state 
line, on Route U.S. 45. Mr. Ravens- 
croft, a civil engineer by training, 
and most widely known as head of 
famed Abbott Laboratories of Chic- 
ago, has been for some years quietly 
developing this property and laying 
the foundations for a herd of Hol- 
steins that would really contribute 
something to breed progress. We 
used to note at sales in this area 
the reports of some one or two top 
animals sold to E. H. Ravenscroft— 
he never seemed interested in many 
at a time and then only the best— 
but we never really made his 
acquaintance until the time of the 
Elmwood Dispersal. In that sale, 
he stepped with the purchase of some 
eighteen head for a total of $11,000. 
And here again he seemed to know 
just what he wanted—and when he 
started bidding, he stayed right 
through. Most important of his 
purchases in that sale was the herd 
sire, King Bessie Senator—All-Am- 
erican Bull Calf of 1939 (and chosen 
Reserve All-Time All-American) and 
All-American Senior Yearling in 
1938. He had never been defeated 
in class in two hard seasons of com- 
petition. Mr. Ravenscroft had to go 
to $3000 to get him, and it looks as 
though he might prove to be the 
best bargain sold in that ring that 
day. 

In 1939, Mr. Ravenscroft sent two 
head over to Waterloo, Senator win- 
ning first prize in the 2-year-old 
class (and going through to AIll- 
American again) and the cow, Handy 
Brook Elsie Hark, a granddaughter 
of King Bessie by the Hark bull, 
taking grand championship of the 
female section. Senator also made 
a single appearance on the tan bark 
in 1940, also at Waterloo, where 
he not only won the 33-year-old class, 
but took the grand championship 
over his nephew, King Bessie Korn- 
dyke Ormsby 14th. Both of them 


later won All-American honors in 


their respective classes. If Senator 
can turn the trick next fall—in the 
mature class—he will have done 
what no other bull has ever accom- 
plished—an All-American win each 
year from calfhood to the full aged 
class. Even more significant, how- 
ever, is the quality he seems to be 
stamping on his offspring, both male 
and female. Not many of them have 
been shown, but one son was a top- 
per in 1939 before being sold to 
South America, and Hawthorn last 
fall brought out one as a ‘dark 
horse”’ entry at Waterloo that placed 
second to the bull that later won 
All-American. 

The first daughters that he sired 
were scattered about after the Elm- 
wood Sale, but now the reports are 
starting to come through on them. 
Three are fresh now at Elmwood 
(born from the old Elm Farm 
foundation which they retained) and 
we understand they are all milking 


from 65 to 75 lbs. a day in Class B. 
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Mr. W. C. Tullis, of Michigan, has 
one that in her first 46 days has 97 
lbs fat and over 2600 lbs milk. John 
Rinke, of Michigan, has one that is 
doing almost this well on two-time 
milking. Senator, of course, is the 
cornerstone of the Ravenglen herd. 
With him in service are a son of 
King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby 14th 
out of KBKO Rosie, one of the great 
daughters of old King Bessie Korn- 
dyke Ormsby; also a son of Senator 
from Bessie Ormsby Fayne Lady, 
a King Bessie daughter from the 
Max View family.

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Kansas Comes of Age 


Association Celebrates 25th Anniversary 


level in the Sunflower State, when, on April 3, the 

Kansas Holstein-Friesian Association celebrated 
the 25th anniversary of its foundation. The largest 
crowd ever assembled at a Kansas Holstein meeting was 
on hand in Herington where the meeting was staged, 
some 200 breeders and members of their families from 
all parts of the state. Local papers gave the occasion 
a great play and business prices extended full coopera- 
tion. It was a real Holstein atmosphere. ‘Blue Bird’’, 
an outstanding cow from the herd of H. A. Meier of 
Aleline, was on display in the hotel lobby. W. H. Mott 
of Herington, ‘‘Doc”’ to his host of friends all over the 
country, former director of the National Association, 
and one of the 40 Kansas breeders who founded the 
state association a quarter of a century ago, was the 
unofficial host of the meeting. Presiding officer was R. 
H. Evans of Hutchinson, president. 


At the meeting of the board of directors held on the 
evening of April 2, the new fieldman for the National 
Association in the southwestern territory, Elmer Dawdy, 
Salina, Kan., was officially inducted into the Kansas pro- 
gram. Under his leadership a schedule of Holstein 
events and activities in the state was developed for 
1941 and 1942, embracing ten separate activities. Mr. 
Dawdy will work with the Kansas breeders on its mem- 
bership campaign. A program of spring Black & White 
Shows will be held, with a committee of three breeders 
in each of the nine districts assisting Mr. Dawdy in mak- 
ing farm visits. The “talking cow’’ booth of the Na- 
tional Association will be used by Kansas breeders at 
both Hutchinson and Topeka, and Mr. Dawdy plans to be 
in attendance at both of these Kansas events this fall 
on judging day. 

Herds are being lined up for classification, and plans 
are under way for a full week of this work in the spring, 
and another week in the fall. 


To combat the Stockyards bull and promote the wider 
use of approved purebred sires in Kansas herds one of 
the large creamery companies of the state has inaugu- 
rated a plan of buying registered bull calves and selling 
them to their patrons on the installment plan, taking a 
twelfth of the purchase price out of the patron’s cream 
check each month. The idea is meeting with such wide 
success that the board of directors instructed President 
Evans to appoint a committee to attempt to sell this idea 
to other creameries throughout the state. Heading this 
committee is extension dairyman, J. W. Linn of Kansas 
State College, with Glenn Sewell, Sabetha, and Raymond 
Appleman, Linn members of the committee. 


The annual meeting in 1942 will be held in Feb- 
ruary. A district planning meeting with Mr. Dawdy and 
the board of directors will smooth out details for the 
1942 program.

In the business session of the annual meeting Ray- 
mond Appleman, Linn, superintendent of the H. J. Mier- 
cord herd, was elected president for the coming year. 
Vice President is K. W. Phillips of Manhattan, and direc- 
tor-at-large, Glenn Sewell, Sabetha. 


In the membership report submitted by secretary 
Grover Meyer, Basehor (reelected for 1941) the North 
East district, centered about Sabetha, was in the lead 
with 45 members at present. Practically every district 
shows an increase in membership over each of the last 
four years, and the memership in the state association 
Is up from 209 to 212, with the 1941 membership drive 
still in the offing. 


‘ Kansas inaugurated a district achievement contest 
in 1940, with a beautiful trophy donated each year to 
the winning district by the Cary Salt Company of Hutch- 
iInson, which owns one of the good herds of the state. 
The contest winner for 1940 was the North Central dis- 
trict, composed of Washington, Marshall, Republic, Geary 
and Clay counties. It was presented at the banquet in 
the evening by Mr. Cary, and was received for the North 
Central district by the newly elected state president, Mr. 
Appleman. This contest is similiar to those held in sev- 


eral other states, with points awarded for membership, 
showing, 4-H club work, etc. 


A. C. Oosterhuis, president of the National Associa- 
tion, gave the opening address of the afternoon speaking 
program, bestowing on Kansas breeders the greetings 
of the association, and urging the dairymen to keep 
abreast of the changing conditions in the industry. 


Glen M. Householder, popular director of extension 
for the national association, addressed the convention 
on progress our breed has made, pointing out that the 
dairy industry in America, particularly as regards pure- 
bred dairy cattle breeding, is still in its swaddling 
clothes, compared to the entire history of the breeding 
of burebred animals. He urged breeders to know the 
past history of purebred breeding in order to better 
appreciate where we are going today, and to recognize 
that change is the way in which progress is made. 


O. R. Reed, Chief of the Bureau of Dairy Industry in 
Washington, D. C., and formerly on the teaching staff 
at Kansas State College, gave a short inspirational talk 
about the responsibilities of our breeding industry dur- 
ing these war times and after. 


J. W. Linn, Extension Dairyman, urged breeders to 
do things better on their dairy farms if they would in- 
crease their net profits. He showed the results of a sur- 
vey of 66 Kansas farms, in which the farmers were rated 
on their efficiency in five approved dairy practices. The 
highest incomes were shown by those who excelled in 
doing all five items well. 


Ted Prescott of the World staff gave a short talk on 
Holstein publicity, pointing out a number of things 
which breeders can do as individuals to publicize the 
breed and their own herds, and a few of the activities 
which make good breed publicity for a state association. 
He urged that the program of the Kansas association, 
which is aimed largely at promotion within Kansas, be 
extended to some extent, so that breeders outside of the 
state may have a better idea of the kind of Holsteins 
Kansas breeders are working with. 


Lester Gilmore, Extension Dairyman from Kansas 
State College, pointed out the possibilities and the lim- 
itations of the proven sire index, urging breeders to 
seek more information than the bare index figures, in 
selecting a herd sire. 


Three reels of moving pictures of Holstein herds 
from Vermont to New Mexico were shown by Mr. Dawdy, 
with Mr. Householder as interlocutor. 


The Holstein enthusiasts of Kansas crowded the 
capacious gymnasium of Herington’s St. Paul’s school at 
the banquet presented by the Herington Chamber of 
Commerce. Professor F. W. Atkeson presided as toast- 
master, with feature addresses on the program made by 
Mr. Oosterhuis, O. E. Redd, and Marco Morrow, assistant 
manager of the Capper Publication, Topeka. 


Mr. Reed warned of some of the demands which may 
be made upon the dairy industry because of the war 
conditions, stating that the demand for dairy products 
may require an increased production up to 30 percent. 
He also pointed out that we should not lose sight of the 
fact that we sorely need increased consumption of dairy 
products right here at home, and he stated that we can 
make this extra milk only by increasing the efficiency 
of production. 


The final event of the day’s full program was the 
presentation of the charter members of the Kansas Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association. Those present who were 
honored by special recognition were Ira Romig, Topeka; 
W. H. Mott, Herington; Harry Mulhagan, Bushton; 
Henry and George Schrader, Lorraine; George Appleman, 
Mulvane; H. E. Hostettler, Harper; R. H. Evans, Hut- 
chinson; and Ross Gosney, Mulvane.

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Reversed Negatives 

HARP-EYED reader Robert S. Marshman, Oxford, 
S N. Y., asks the reason why the two pictures of Car- 

nation Ormsby Butter King appearing in our March 
15 issue, show color markings that do not agree. Per- 
haps other readers also may have noticed the same thing 
and wondered about it. The explanation is that the cut 
used in the Western States Classic ad was reversed so 
as to make all the animals uniformly face toward the 
center of the display. This is the same process you find 
when making a print from an ordinary photographic 
negative, and is frequently done in the interest of art. 

The cut in question was made in California and sent 
for our use. The World discontinued the practice of 
reversing pictures in 1927. The previous year, to secure 
artistic uniformity on the All-American Calendar, we 
reversed the picture of Triune Papoose Piebe, who was 
the All-American heifer calf. The next year, when her 
pictures began to appear as a senior yearling winner, 
of course her right-side markings did not correspond 
with what were apparently her right-side markings as a 
calf. When several breeders began asking us confi- 
dentially what Hargrove and Arnold were trying to put 
over, we realized the possible complications and have 
since taken no liberties in this direction. There is, of 
course, no misrepresentation of the form or appearance 
of the animal, but it is confusing as a matter of identity, 
so the World ever since has sacrificed its artistic im- 
pulses to the realities.

Earl H. Eklund 


EWS of the sudden passing of Earl H. Eklund, for 
many years Superintendent of the Wisconsin State 
Reformatory at Green Bay, Wis., will come as a 

shock to a wide circle of friends throughout the Holstein 
industry. He had been ill but a short time. 

His was a life of service. Quiet, sincere, and loyal, 
he was always “ahead of his job’’ and in his leadership 
inspired the affection and respect of everyone with 
whom he came in contact. Something of this sentiment 
is evident in the spontaneous tributes here presented 
from two of the men who were privileged to work most 
closely with him. The purchase of Femco Alma last 
fall by another of his co-workers and her presentation 
to the Reformatory as an endowment by Dr. Minahan, 
is but another evidence of the relationship his qualities 
inspired. Few herds anywhere, and certainly no public 
institution herd, have contributed more to the advance- 
ment of their breed and the industry built around it.

Few men ever became really well enough acquainted 
with Earl Eklund to measure the depth of his character 
or to learn of the innumerable ramifications of his con- 
tribution to the betterment of mankind. Suffice it is to 
say that Earl Eklund interpreted in every act of his life, 
a deep and genuine understanding of the too often for- 
gotten commandment, “I Am My Brother’s Keeper.” 

Quiet, retiring to a fault, and possessed of no qual- 
ities of ‘‘showmanship,” Mr. Eklund made a sincere and 
honest effort as superintendent of the Wisconsin State 
Reformatory, to direct those who came under his influ- 
ence along paths which would lead to a fuller realiza- 
tion on their part, of the obligation and reward of good 
citizenship.

INTERTHUR Dad Donsegis Inka Jasa 1286146 is 
Wize: reported by her breeder-owner, Winterthur 

Farms, as calving for the tenth time on February 
26 to the artificial services of Winterthur Posch Great 
Select 750000, dropping a bull calf which will be re- 
tained for future service at Winterthur, where she al- 
ready has an older son in service. She was immediately 
started on test again for the tenth time, at the age of 
13 years, 1 month, 15 days, and her figures for the 
month of March are given as 2,165 lbs milk, 4.4%, 95.9 
lbs fat. Herdsman William E. Reed writes that she is 
in better condition now than she was a year ago when 
she started her record of 903 lbs fat, the largest Class C 
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record ever reported for a cow past 11 years of age, and 
he looks for another sensational performance from her 
this time. 

In her last eight lactations, starting as a junior 
three-year-old, ‘‘Jasa’’ has made eight Class C records 
that total 6,185.4 lbs. fat from 154,763.6 lbs. milk, with 
an average test above 4%. This fat total is the largest 
life record ever claimed for any cow on twice-a-day milk- 
ing, at least under official supervision. She also has a 
junior two-year-old Class A record in the 305-day divi- 
sion which brings her nine lactation total to 169,879.5 
lbs. milk, 4.0%, 6,751.4 lbs. fat. Barring accident her 
tenth lactation should put her in second place for life- 
time fat production in the United States on A. R. work, 
beaten only by La Vertex Quantity of U. Neb., as she has 
less than 775 lbs. to go to beat Traverse Colantha Walker 
for second place. 


‘‘Jasa”’ is the only cow to make over 900 lbs fat in 
C at past 11 years and the only one to make two records 
above 860 lbs fat in C at past 10 years old. She is the 
only cow in the United States to make seven Class C 
records above 700 lbs fat and was the first in the nation 
to make four Class C records above 850 lbs fat, having 
recently equalled in this latter particular by one of her 
stable companions, Winterthur Posch Donsegis Nobsgrl. 
Not counting her 11-year-old record, Jasa’s fat records 
have appeared on the National Honor List no less than 
12 times in the yearly and 305-day divisions, five times 
in first place, and she is believed to have won more 
Honor List points in her lifetime than any other cow of 
the breed. 

The picture appearing on our front cover was taken 
shortly after her ninth calving, when she was almost 12 
years old.

when you published “Puzzling Figures’. Yes sir! They 
came out swinging.

But while they are out 
snarling and growling away like a hungry pack of hounds 
tearing up a dead Bang’s cow, it would probably be a 
good time to ask a few of them, the ones with the big- 
gest chins, a few questions to be answered in your 
columns. 

1. Is the U. S. Government wrong in their research 
report on Calfhood Vaccination for Bang’s. 

2. If the work on Calfhood Vaccination so far points 
toward progress, why oppose it? 

3. Would you recommend the continuation of test 
and slaughter of pure red animals and not practice Calf- 
hood Vaccination in face of the facts the government 
has uncovered so far? 

4. What proof have you that Calfhood Vaccination 
would not be of everlasting benefit to cattle breeders? 

5. If you have no such proof, why not go along with 
dairymen on the Calfhood Vaccination plan in an attempt 
to immunize animals against Bang’s? 
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6. If you owned a high class herd of dairy cattle, 
would you invite Calfhood Vaccination on the strength 
of available data or would you still stick to test-and-kill? 

7. Why would it not be a good plan to practice Calf- 
hood Vaccination and then at about the age of 20 months 
test the vaccinated animals and eliminate the reactors? 

8. Who has their money invested in dairy herds? 
Dairymen, of course. Then why not work along with 
them to prevent the disease instead of cutting the bread 
and butter right out of their mouth by sticking to test- 
and-slaughter? After all, a try at vaccination at calf- 
hood is much better than a destructive plan. 

9. Why isn’t the data of herds that have practiced 
Calfhood Vaccination for a period of from 5 to 7 years 
of any value to you? 

Some of the vets must have a real reason for oppos- 
ing the practice; perhaps the answering of the above 
questions will clarify things. We all agree if you con- 
tinue to test and kill, the reactors will all vanish, but so 
will a lot of good cows, and that’s what cattlemen want 
to stop.

AUSTRALIAN BREEDER COMMENTS ON 

ALL-AMERICAN AWARDS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I must thank you for sending on copy of your All- 
American Calendar of which I am now the proud pos- 
sessor. It is a real work of art and the congratulations 
of the Holstein-Friesian fraternity are due to you for 
its production. I also received my copy of the World 
All-American Selections for 1940. With reference to 
results, I have noted on each instance, that in my esti- 
mation the popular vote is nearer the mark than that of 
the accepted judges. Personally I made a bad job of the 
judging, still there are some points I should like you to 
consider. 

In Aged Bull, K.B.K.O. 14th wins and correctly, too 
In Senior Yearling Bull, Tilfa Man-O-War, also right. 
Then in 3-year-old bull, King Bessie Senator wins; why 
not Carnation Clipper? To my idea he is exactly the 
same type as the other winners. In the 2-year-old bull 
section, where Villisca Iowana Ollie Burke wins with 
Man-O-War Oracle Posch second. Carnation people have 
gained Renown’s defeat by the bad pose on the picture 
I would certainly willingly hand over the other two as 
the price of ‘‘Renown.”’ 

The bull calves puzzle me a bit. I cannot convince 
myself that Lonsdale Ne Plus Sir Model 7th should hold 
reserve place. That should have gone to Carnation 
Blend or King Bessie Korndyke Canary, the former for 
preference according to conformation. 

Coming to the Aged Cows which I consider one of 
the best classes, I find I am out, having put Princess 
Walker Matador in top place. Another instance of a 
bad pose, which is quite obvious. She would look alto- 
gether different if standing in the same position as 
Rocky Hill Dewdrop Burke, the 1939 and 1940 selection. 

In 4-year-old heifers I put Montvic Chieftain Abbe- 
kerk on top. She looks a massive animal, perhaps not 
quite so good on top line as Sunny Meadows entry but 
she is finer in neck, better on shoulder, barrel, rump, 
thighs and udder. She is wide and square behind and 
altogether a superior cow to the winner, who shows a 
poor udder and hind quarters. I also think the Carne- 
tion Heilo Spofford cow superior to the winner. 

Coming to the senior and junior yearlings which we 
will take together; in the seniors the Pabst Belmont 
entry is right, as in the juniors, Carnation Trixie is also 
right. Now compare the two reserves, viz. Senior, 
Lonsdale Model Veeman and Junior, Glenafton Fayne. 
Surely Maybelle Ormsby Inka Harke or the Wimbledoi 
entry should have scored in the reserve place. The most 
of the other entries are far too thick and heavy in the 
throat as also is the Eaton Hall Pabst Adelaide in the 
heifer calf section, but why the type was again reversed 
in this section, I fail to understand. A short, dumpy calf 
is selected as top and a lengthy, growthy calf put down, 
viz. Moorebelle Illehee Lady and Carnation Heilo Walker 
May, respectively. Compare with the two previous 
classes and kindly let me have your unbiased opinion. 

Naturally I bow to the decision of the judges and 
also the popular vote, as they who have registered their 
votes may have had opportunity to inspect the individ-

uals during show season. Many votes will be cast not 
free of prejudice or favour, but I find the most difficult 
part of the competition is in the complexity of different 
poses. 


As far as type is concerned we favour the true dairy 
form here and we find that our best dairy cows are pro- 
duced through the mating of American sires to the fe- 
males of Dutch conformation and blood lines. Yet we 
cannot fail to note the tendency to improvement in the 
Hoilstein-Friesian type since the inauguration of this 
competition and the interest of the dairying section for 
American farmers is also duly noted. May that im- 
provement in the breed continue, as also the interest 
of dairymen, and who shall say that we do not as a body 
breed the best in dairy cattle the world has ever seen. 

Prejudice and ignorance of the transmitting and pro- 
ducing qualities of the Friesian sound the death knell 
of the breed in Queensland. (Other states are ahead of 
us here). They are not developed, tested or boosted as 
they should be, thus allowing the A. I. Shorthorn and 
Jersey to be the leading cattle here. Would that we 
could get some of your big breeders to come over and 
establish real dairy and breeding farms and carry out 
an advertising programme as is done in your country. 
There would soon be a change in the attitude of the 
dairymen in general in Queensland.

MICHIGAN REFORMATORY 
QUALIFIES 

Michigan Reformatory, Ionia has 
recently qualified for the Progres- 
sive Breeders’ Registry and has been 
issued Certificate Number 32. It is 
the 24th herd to win this high honor, 
several having qualified more than 
once. Michigan may be proud of 
the fact that this state leads all 
others at present in Progressive 
Breeders’ certificates granted, now 
having eight, or one-fourth of the 
whole number to date. 

The award is made to Michigan 
Reformatory on a herd of 102 regis- 
tered Holstein-Friesians. Of the 63 
that have freshened at least once, 
62 are home-bred and raised. The 
average production of the 54 cows 
completing yearly records last year 
is 456.9 pounds of butterfat on three 
milkings daily. 

At a recent official herd classifica- 
tion the average type score was 82.8, 
well above that part of the require- 
ment for the Progressive Breeders’ 
Registry. The herd is certified free 
from tuberculosis and Bang’s dis- 
ease. 

The four sires with the largest 
numbers of daughters in the herd 
with averages of all tested daughters 
are: Carnation Inka Valdessa, with 
22 daughters averaging 510 pounds 
butterfat; Michigan De Kol Ormsby, 
with 9 daughters averaging 554 
pounds; King Piebe Supreme, with 
19 daughters averaging 473 pounds;

The appointment of C. D. Graham 
and A. V. Langton, formerly agricul- 
tural representatives in Peel and 
Glengarry and East Stormont Coun- 
ties respectively, to the Ontario 
field staff of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of Canada is announced 
by Secretary G. M. Clemons. This 
increases the staff to four and fur- 
ther strengthening of the service has 
been attained through the amalga- 
mation of the Eastern and Western 
Ontario Extension Committees. 


Mr. Graham will be located at the 
tead office of the Association at 
Brantford and will co-ordinate the 
work of the fieldman as Chief of On- 
tario Holstein Field Service. In ad- 
dition he will be fieldman for the 
counties of Norfolk, Brant, Waterloo, 
Wellington and east to, and includ- 
ing, York. Byron G. Jenvey will 
continue to be located at Ingersoll 
and will serve the counties of Elgin, 
Oxford, Perth, Huron and west. 


The veteran of the field force, R. 
M. Holtby, will still live at Port 
Perry and his territory will cover the 
counties lying between Ontario and 
Lennox and Addington inclusive. In 
addition, Mr. Holtby will be Chief 
Inspector for Selective Registration, 
doing all inspection in Ontario as 
well as being available for this work 
in other provinces. A. V. Langton 
will establish his headquarters at 
Kemptville as his territory will ex- 
tend from Frontenac and Renfrew 
counties east to the Quebec border. 


The steady growth of the Associa- 
tion until now there are over 5,500 
members in Ontario, necessitated 
this reorganization and enlargement 
of the service.

largely of King Bessie breeding, 
daughters and granddaughters. A 
recent inventory showed 21 daugh- 
ters and 21 granddaughters. Mr. 
Ravenscroft has appreciated greatly 
the work of King Bessie Colantha 
Hark, one of the first born as well as 
best of the King Bessie sons. It 
was a ‘“‘Hark’”’ daughter, previously 
mentioned that won the grand cham- 
pionship at Waterloo in 1939, and 
Mr. Ravenscroft has kept after them 
until he now has fourteen of his 
daughters, and over a dozen grand- 
daughters. They are doing a lot of 
business at the pail. Largest rec- 
ord thus far completed in the herd 
is 996 lbs fat in Class B for Piebe 
Ormsby Constance 2d, a daughter 
of “Sir Bessie’? whose merit he rec- 
ognized at the Elmwood Sale to 
the tune of $600. She has justified 


the price. Notable King Bessie 
daughters include Lora, Lottie, 
Shamrock, Melchoir, ete. In the 


Elmwood sale he failed to buy Lady 
Senator Madison, dam of Senator, 
but remedied that later by arrange- 
ment with Mr. Edward M. Arnos, 
who bought her there. She has 
since given them a daughfer and 
finished a Class B yearly record of 
about 850 lbs fat. She is a worthy 
dam of an exceedingly smart son. 


At the Femco Sale, Mr. Ravens- 
croft secured two notable additions 
to his herd. One was the oldest 
daughter of Femco Alma (at $2000) 
and the other the highest record 
cow in that sale, Femco Lady Pride 
Ormsby Piebe (1042 lbs fat), com- 
pleting the world’s record 3-genera- 
tion group. She cost $1950. 

At Ravenglen, Mr. Ravenscroft 
has taken great interest in the con- 
struction of new buildings of the 
most modern type. These he has 
himself designed and built. The 
accompanying pictures, showing the 
interior and exterior views, will be 
interesting to our readers. The main 
barn is 220 ft by 37 ft, with 70-foot 
wings on each side. It provides 
space for 64 tie stalls, 4 ft, 5 in by 
5 ft, 6 in; 19 box stalls for cows, 
and four bull pens. Four maternity 
or hospital stalls are in a separate 
section at the end. It is of fireproof 
construction and weather proof too, 
with 12 inch walls consisting of 8” 
tile, a layer of Celotex and a 4” tile 
lining. The windows on the north 
exposure or of glass tile. The floors 
are creosoted wood blocks, with a 
strip of maple next to the gutter 
edge. A calf section has artificial 
heat, to maintain even temperature. 


A green asbestos shingle roof tops 
it all. 


As will be seen from the pic- 
ture, the barn is of one story con- 
struction, all feed storage being in 
the “Kut-Krop Keepers”. The hay 
is chopped, as is the straw for bed- 
ding. The feed is stored in thia 
Section also, with a feed mixer that 
Will handle a half ton in half an 
hour, and power hoists that lessens 
the drudgery. 

In the cellar which opens out at 
ground level, are three bull pens, 
the breeding rack and the horse 
stalls. A manure pit, into which the 
gutters are flushed, has a special 
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septic tank arrangement, devised by 
Mr. Ravenscroft. A gleaming, mod- 
ern dairy room and comfortable of- 
fice quarters complete the main lay- 
out. Building programs never seem 
to end and a further enlargement 
of the calf quarters was next on the 
program here. 


While Mr. Ravenscroft gives con- 
siderable personal attention to the 
details at the farm, his successful 
business experience has taught him 
the necessity of able lieutenants, 
and ‘he recognizes that this applies 
to the farming business also. Bill 
Stewart, who came to Ravenglen 
from Elmwood after the sale, con- 
tinues as herdsman. Vaughn Drumm, 
who milked May Walker Ollie Home- 


‘stead when she made her 1200-lb 


record, and who more recently has 
been milking test cows at Maytag’s, 
has recently been added to the staff 
to take charge of the test cow string. 
They are running 40 in Class B and 
probably will have selected individ- 
uals on a Class A program a little 
later. Andy Magiera has been in 
charge of the outside farming opera- 
tions since Mr. Ravenscroft pur- 
chased the property. They are work- 
ing 770 acres. R. A. Arnold, who 
was for so many years at Elmwood, 
and prior to that the active partner 
in the Hargrove & Arnold firm that 
bred and developed so many good 
ones in Iowa, is now in charge of 
sales, advertising and public rela- 
tions. He feels much at home in 


this ‘‘King Bessie’ environment. 
Ravenglen is at last all set to go 
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places in the Holstein industry. 
Visitors are always welcome to 
inspect this fine herd and modern 
plant, and breeders who are driving 
in the Chicago area for any of the 
events on the schedule are invited 
to use Route 45 and drop in.

REPORTED IN H.I.R. 


The group of new herd averages 
this month includes 15 ‘‘C” herds 
(five over 400 lbs. and nine others 
over 350), 14 ‘“‘B’”’ herds (three over 
500 and nine others over 400) and 
7 “B & C” herds (six over 400 lbs.), 
or a total of 23 herds over 400 lbs. 
fat per cow and 11 others over 350 
lbs.—a remarkable showing for the 
36 herds in this mon’s report. 


H. A. Miller & Sons, Williamston, 
Michigan, lead the ‘“‘C’”’ herds with 
the very fine average of 481.8 lbs. 
fat for 12 cows. Yearkey & Vogelge- 
sang, Canton, Ohio, are next with 9 
cows averaging 475.5 lbs. and Victor 
Waisanen, Negaunee, Michigan, is 
third with a 10-cow average of 457.9 
Ibs. fat (six consecutive years aver- 
aging over 440 lbs.). Eastern Ken- 
tucky State Teachers College, with 
434.4 lbs. for 25 cows, has completed 
eleven consecutive years with the 
last seven averaging over 410 Ibs. 
Fabius Farms, Three Rivers, Michi- 
gan, has been on test from the be- 
ginning for the Herd Test and has 
averaged well over 400 lbs. fat per 
cow in “B & C”’ for the entire period. 
J. G. Hays, Howell Michigan, has 
also completed 13 years of continous 
testing, with a yearly’ average, 
straight ‘‘C’’, of 377.8 lbs. fat per 
cow for the entire time. 


University of Idaho leads the ‘‘B” 
group with the excellent average of 
521 lbs. fat for 22 cows (four con- 
secutive years with three over 500 
lbs.), followed by Phipps & Crowley, 
Lewisville, Minnesota, with 518.2 
Ibs. for 16 cows (second year over 
500 lbs.), and Oakdale State Sana- 
torium, Oakdale, Iowa, with 53 cows 
averaging 517.2 lbs., a great showing 
for a herd of more than 50 head. 
Indiana State Farm, another large 
herd, has an average of 478.2 lbs. 
for 63 cows, their sixth consecutive 
year above the 400-lb. mark. Other 
“B” herds with high averages and a 
long-time testing program are: 
Missouri State Hospital No. 1, seven 
consecutive years; Wayne County 
Training School, thirteen years, and 
Iowa State College, twelve years. 


The seven herds of mixed “B & 
C”’ classification include six over 400 
lbs. fat per cow, with South Dakota 
State College completing nine years; 
W. T. Rawleigh Company, Freeport, 
Illinois, with seven years; Arkansas 
Agr’l Exp. Station, eleven years, and 
New Mexico Agr’l College with thir- 
teen consecutive years on test. The 
number of herds testing regularly 
year after year is increasing steadily 
and more than half the herds in 
Volume 12 of the Red Book will have 
five or more years on test.

ARTIFICIAL BREEDING WORK 
IN MAINE

which has about a similar number 
and is known as the Central Maine 
Artificial Breeding Association, and 
this one which is known as the 
Androscoggin Valley Artificial Breed- 
ing Association (Avaba), two of the 
largest if not the largest in the 
United States. At the present time, 
Avaba has thirteen bulls at the farm 
and one more in prospect of being 
placed on the farm soon, with a 
few near-by bulls on other farms, 
of good breeding, being used when 
service gets too heavy on certain 
days. 

The field representative of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association said 
last Thursday at the agricultural 
trade show in Lewiston before the 
directors, bull committees and mem- 
pers of Avaba, that these two as- 
sociations have some of the best 
Holstein blood in the country. New- 
port has had five proved Holstein 
sires. Avaba has Baker Farm 
Johnny Walker who is Junior Year- 
ling Reserve All American bull for 
1940. He was sired by the out- 
standing proved sire, Sir Inka May 
Walker. Avaba also has two bulls 
from the herd of Harold Shaw of 
Sanford, Maine which was recently 
classified as the highest Holstein 
herd to date in America and the 
sisters, half-sisters, and other near 
relatives were the ones which put 
this herd in that classification. Also, 
this association has a son of Mahofa 
Colantha Ormsby, one of the half 
dozen highest indexed, proved dairy 
herd improvement association sires 
in the United States of America. 
Mahofa increased the production of 
the sisters and half-sisters of this 
bull ten pounds on the average per 
day, from 40 to 50 lbs. per cow on 
two milkings per day. This may 
give some idea of the Holstein sires 
at Avaba. 

Needless to say, four Guernsey 
bulls, four Jersey bulls and one 
Milking Shorthorn of equal quality 
are at the farm. Arrangements are 
being made for another Jersey and 
within the radius of the association 
are some three or four bulls of each 
breed of almost equal ability, some 
of which are being used occasionally 
when heavy breeding days occur. 


The cost of the Association is $5 
for a life membership fee, regard- 
less of the number of cows; $3.50 
per cow service with two free repeat 
services if needed. These fees apply 
within a radius of 30 miles of the 
farm in Turner. Distances beyond 
45 miles not accepted, except at the 
discretion of the directors, (none 
to date), and all mileage over 30 
miles from the farm charged at the 
rate of 3c per mile each way. 


Such an arrangement makes it 
rather difficult to finance such an 
association at the start unless extra- 
ordinary luck is present in arrang- 
ing for the bulls, the farm and opera- 
tors but so far Avaba has enjoyed 
unusual good luck in obtaining a 
g00d farm, good bulls, and good 
operators. The County Agent says 
that with a fine board of directors 
and good bull committees and the 
interest shown by dairymen that 
this association is now ready to 
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repeatedly go on to bigger and better 
accomplishment. 





WARNICK COMPLETES 
FINE HERD AVERAGE 
Merrill N. Warnick of Pleasant 
Grove, Utah has just completed a 
very fine record in the Dairy Herd 
Improvement Association on his 
Pure Bred Herd, which is located at 
Pleasant Grove, Utah. 


Mr. Warnick’s herd of 10.25 cows 
averaged 14,222 lbs. of milk, 501 
lbs. of fat testing 3.53 per cent for 
the year ending March $31, 1941. 
Mr. Warnick has been using the bull 
Carnation Governor Pontiac No. 


688087, and most of the females in 
this herd are made up of daughters 
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of this sire, which was sold to the 
Adokhr Dairy Farms in California. 
This bull is a proven sire whose 
daughters averaged 458 lbs. of fat 
on twice-a-day milking and proved 
out in Dairy Herd Improvement rec- 
ords through the Department of 
Agriculture.

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PURDUE UNIVERSITY PROVIDES 
HERD CLASSIFICATION 
DEMONSTRATION 


Thanks to Professor J. H. Hilton 
who is in charge of herd building 
operations at Purdue University, 
breeders of registered Holstein-Frie- 
sian cattle in the Hoosier State wit- 
nessed a very impressive herd in- 
spection and classification on March 
13 when Clair Miller, Medina, Ohio, 
one of the official inspectors for The 
Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, classified the college herd 
before an audience of more than 
200 interested spectators including 
the senior class in the dairy hus- 
bandry short course. 


Professor H. W. Gregory, Chief of 
the Department of Dairy Husbandry 
and venerable Dean Emeritus J. H. 
Skinner joined Professor Hilton in 
welcoming the Indiana Holstein 
breeders and painting for them a 
picture of the breeding program 
which produced the animals under 
consideration on this day. 

In announcing the purpose of the 
meeting, Professor Hilton said, ‘““We 
welcome our fellow Holstein breeders 
and friends to our herd classification. 
We submit our herd for public classi- 
fication because we believe in the 
classification program of The Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of Ameri- 
ca. Like the Advanced Registry and 
the Herd Improvement’ Registry 
Testing programs, herd classification 
offers another tangible method of 
measuring progress in herd develop- 
ment.”’ 

The Purdue University herd is 
fully accredited for both tuberculosis 
and Bang’s disease and practically 
every animal which was classified 
has been used in one or more re- 
search experiments and for student 
instructional work. The Holstein 
herd at Purdue was started in 1906. 
when Dean Emeritus J. H. Skinner 
purchased from John V. Shugart of 
Marion, Indiana the fundation cow, 
Colantha Bakker 4th 57516. All of 
the cows in the Purdue herd have 
descended from this one foundation 
cow with the single exception of 
five heifers purchased from Dick 
Paul at the time the present Purdue 
herd sire, Man-O-War Captain was 
brought into the herd. Enlarged 
Pictures of the old foundation cow, 
Colantha Bakker 4th and her early 
descendants afforded the audience 
an opportunity to study the striking 
improvement in type which has 
taken place as this college herd has 
been developed in accordance with 
sound breeding program practices. 

The present herd is composed 
largely of the daughters of Man-0- 
War Captain, which bull has 21 
tested daughters averaging 11,767 
pounds milk, 425 pounds butterfat 
on an average lactation of 345 days 
at 3 years of age, all milked twice 
per day and a majority of them 
under scientific experiments of one 
kind or another. In addition t 
these creditable production records, 
this bull sired King Bessie Man-0- 
War of Osage Lane, first prize 2- 
year-old bull at Ohio and Indiana 
State Fairs in 1938. Man-O-Wat 
Captain is a son of Man-O-War 624, 
well proven with eight daughters 
over 500 pounds butterfat as 3-year- 
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olds in herd test and nine daughters 
averaging 16,946 pounds milk and 
595 pounds butterfat on a yearly 
pasis in Advanced Registry work. 
He is the sire of the famous Man-O- 
War Progressor and Sir Man-O-War 
Heilo and is still in service in the 
Woodlawn Dairy herd at Lincoln, 
Nebraska. 

The twenty milking daughters of 
Man-O-War Captain inspected by Mr. 
Miller on this occasion brought out 
three “Excellent,” seven ‘Very 
Good,” four ‘Good Plus,’ five 
“Good” and one ‘Fair’ rating. On 
the basis of this showing, Inspector 
Clair Miller has recommended to H. 
W. Norton, Jr., Supt. of the Ad- 
vanced Registry that Man-O-War 
Captain be designated a silver medal 
preferred sire. To merit this rating, 
“a sire shall be one which demon- 
strates through his daughters a very 
striking prepotency for the improve- | 
ment of ‘the breed.”’ | 

Man-O-War Captain, now eight 
years of age, and in splendid breed- 
ing condition, was classified ‘‘Very 
Good.” He is still in service, and 
has a very promising group of daugh- 
ters coming along in the college 
herd. One of his sons from the old 
foundation cow family is also in 
service. 

The first milking daughters of 
Pabst Sir Cascade American, former 
junior herd sire and maternal brother 
to the well-proved Dunloggin Farms 
bull, Pabst Prilly American Beauty, 
were classified, 1 ‘“‘Very Good” and 
2 “Good Plus.” This son of the 
famous All-American junior yearling 
of 1925, Pabst American Beauty, has 
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20 daughters coming on in the 
college herd. 

The splendid support given this 
demonstration of official herd in- 
spection by Professor E. T. Wallace, 
Purdue’s Extension Dairyman and 
Oscar Wesson, Fieldman for Indiana 
Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ Associa- 
tion, went far toward making the 
event a real teaching project as re- 
gards type improvement in Indiana 
Holsteins. Glen M. Householder rep- 
resented the Natiqnal Association 
field service and made partial ar- 
rangements for a similar field demon- 
stration in northwestern Indiana to 
be held during the early summer 
months.

tire herd now having been vaccinated 
except one old cow. At the time 
this program was started a blood 
test of the herd on ten cows and the 
herd sire showed all eleven positive. 
While they were not experiencing any 
abortions they were having some 
trouble with retentions, so they took 
up the calf vaccination program. 
They report losing three calves from 
the older positive cows in that first 
year after the test that they thought 
were Bang’s cases, but in the past 
3% years they have had no abortions 
and no retentions. They are very 
happy over the way this program 
has worked out.

PALANOIS TO BE DISPERSED 

In 1926 Mr. Arthur T. McIntosh, 
of Chicago, Illinois, made purchase 
of a large tract of land, representing 
several farms, in the beautiful Bar- 
rington-Palatine district west of 
Chicago, with a view of developing 
this beautiful property as a country 
home section. 

Mr. McIntosh had been reared in 
rural Iowa and always owned a de- 
sire to build up an outstanding herd 
of dairy cattle. Having purchased 
the land to support such a herd, and 
not being ready to start the real 
estate development at the time, he 
chose Holsteins as his breed and 
immediately started the search for 
foundation matrons of proven blood- 
lines.

To mate with these high record cows, 
Mr. McIntosh secured _herd-sires 
carrying the most popular lines of 
breeding, and the effective results 
secured in the use of these bulls 
have justified the long prices paid 
for them. 

The foundation sire was Femco 
Sir Marathon Ormsby, whose 16 AR 
daughters include three from 600 
to 679 lbs. fat in B in heifer form. 
He was a son of Governor Fobes 
Ormsby Aggie (1286-lb. fat dam) 
from an 811-lb. fat daughter of 
Marathon Aaggie. To follow him 
in service Mr. McIntosh purchased 
Sir Triune Pansy 51st.
